TRAGEDY AT A CONVIOT CAMP. 


An Escaping Prisoner Shot Dead by a 
Guard, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—A tragedy 
occurred et the convict camp of B. G. Lockett 
& Co., on the Chattahoochee River, six miles 
from Atlanta, Sunday evening. M. Faulkner, 
a white map sent to the penitentiary, was shot 
and instantiy killed by a negro guard. It is 
customary at camp to bave the refuse of the 
place taken in buckets to the river twice a 
dayand dumped in. To do this asquad of 
convicts is detailed, and they march down to 
the river's brink under guard, Ail of Lockett's 
guards are negroes,and Sunday aiternoon at 
5o0’clock two guards escorted sixteen convicts 
to the river: The men drew near the brink of 
the river, and the foremost was Faulkner, 
wearing shackles. He set his bucket on the 
ground and plunged into the river. At once a 
scene of the wildest excitement arose. One 
guard saw the plunge, but the convicts were 
between him and the escaping man, and he 
shouted to the other guard to look out. At the 
same moment the convicts rushéa into a huddle 
and screamed: * Don't shoet us! Don’t shoot 
us! We are not trying to get away!” 
“ Doc”’ Jackson, one of the guards, rushed to 
the river's side. Fauikner was sixty feet in the 
stream, and every second carriea him farther 
and farther away. Shouting to his companion 
to keep an eye on the other convicts, Jackson 
raised his shotgun and fired nine buckshot at 
the fugitive in the water. Four of them took 
effect. One struck just above the left kidney 
and made a flesh wound, another struck the 
left arm, the third went into the ieft shoulder 
and glanced upward, and the fourth made the 
fatal wound, striking in the back, glancing 
into spinal column and tearing along the 

k. Fau sunk lifeless to the bot- 
tom of the river. excitement was intense. 
The convicts were driven back to camp and 
locked up. Capt. William Lockett, manager

At first every one 
thought the excited young man was crazy, but 
fra moment this thought was dispelled by a 
lool.at the man, who. was begging in 
all the “tenes of the most exaggerated 
pathos for’ Semething from Jim Biaine. 
Mr. Biaine was aojually embarrassed. He 
felt in his pocket for a -bandkerchief, but he 
found that was left in the “#tateroom. Then 
he thought he would give théaman bis bat- 
tered silk hat, but there were some dar@s in- 
side the inside band that he could not 


easily. Ailthis occurred in a moment of time, “ 


as the train was now beginning to move. The 
mountaineer looked in the window, while 
every one was scurrying about for some sou- 
venir. He saw ex-Secretary of the Navy Goff, 
whom he knew, and he cried out tobim: “0, 
Mr. Goff, make Jim Blaine give me something!” 

In the confusion made by this persistent 
and the search for something to satisfy the ap- 
peal, nothing came casier to band than a book 
of telegraph blanks handed to Mr. Blaine by 
your correspondent. Mr. Biaine 
wrote his autograph diagonally across the face 
of the sheet, as the mountaineer swore with a 
great oath that he would not leave th® train 
without something.

“] have written my name there for you,”’ 
said Mr. Biaine, asthe man with a yell of de- 
light jumped from the train, waving his gift in 
his band. Instantly a friend of his ran up and 
tore a piece off the corner of the paper, and as 
the train went around the curve the mount- 
aineer who bad boarded the train was seen put- 
ting his dearly-earned souvenir inside his blue 
shirt for safekeeping. 

A PLEASANT RIDB. 

Mr. Bilaine’s ride up the Ohio River Road 
was one of the most pieasant, se far 
as the weather was concerned, since he 
started out. He went to Marietta last 
evening after he had finished with the evening 
ceremonies at Parkersburg. He was obliged 
to be up before & this morning to meet his 
special train, which started out along the Ohio 
River Roaa from Parkersburg at balf-past 7. 
Mr. Blaine was to cross the ferry and join the 
train at Williamstown, but the water was so 
low the ferryboat was and he was 
ob to come across in a skiff. he 
reac the train every one expected to see 
bim used up with his long day and short night 

rest. but the weather had, fortunately, 
changed. There was a real October sparkle in 
the air, which was reflected in Mr. Biaine’s 
face as he entered the car, saying as he came 
in that he never felt better in his life. 
ALONG THE ROUTE. 

The stops after this point were not many, 
neither were the crowds very large in this 
- ttled country. Occasionally a 
drunken man would push to the front in the 
midst of Mr. Biaine’s familiar talks about what 
the protective tariff bud done for West Vir- 
ginia and cry out for Cleveland. But in gen- 
eral there was but little disturbance. 

Just betore Wheelmg was reached the train 
was stopped in front of the house of George 
Curtis, Mr. Blaine’s college-mate, who trav- 
eled with him yesterday and today. The house 
was avery plain one. Mr. Blaine got off the 
train and walked up to the house with Mr. 
Curtis, and presented bis respects to the quiet 
household. ety! 

Wheeling was reached in the neighborhood 
of noon. Although there were no posted notices 
of Mr. Blaine’s coming, the city square was 
packed for the meeting by a crowd of very 
enthusiastic people.

Justice McAdam of the City Court, that the 
persons burt in the panic on the Brooklyn 
bridge Decoration-Day, 1883, and the adminis- 
trators of the persons then killed cannot re- 
cover damages from the bridge trustees. Be- 
fore the decision of Chief-Justice McAdam 
reached the Court of Appeals it was affirmed 
by the general term of the City and Common 
Pieas Courts. All the Judges of the court 
of last resort have joined in sustain- 
ing it. The suit on which it was 
rendered was that of Lizzie Hannon, 
her mother suing as her guardian ad litem the 
trustees and the Superintendent of the bridge, 
and claiming $2,000 damages for bodily injury 
and mental distress. She charged that the de- 
fendanté improperly allowed trom 87,000 to 90,- 
000 foot-passengers to throng the bridge, and 
neglected to appoint an adequate police force 
to guide and preserve order among them. After 
all the evidence had beer put in at the trial 
term counsel for the bridge moved for the dis- 
missal of the complaint on the ground that 
no neglect of duty had been proved, and 
that the bridge trustees were not personally 
responsible for any act growing out of the con- 
struction or management of the bridge. In 
granting the motion Chief-Justice McAdan 
held that the evidence did not show that if 
double the number of police officers that were 
there had been on the bridge the crowd woulu 
not have surged and become panic-stricken; 
and, furthermore, that the truste=s were not 
personally liable, because they did fot act on 
their individual judgment, but were controlled 
by the statute that placed the government of 
the bridge in the will of a majority of them. But 
beyond this he declared that even if it were 
true that the officers were negligent, the 
Superintendent who appointed thew could not 
be beld liable, the doctrine respondeat superior 
not betng applicable to public officers. 

The final affirmation of this decision relieves 
the bridge trustees from contingent liabilities 
to the extent of about $500,000.

as far as is known, is confined to that part of 
the mine.

Two lives are known to have been lost, the 
bodies having been recovered.

Men are drilling holes from the levels above, 
intending to drill through the eighth level and 
force water down to the fire. The accumula- 
tion of gases in the mine makes a descent yery 


dangerous. 

The latest reports are favorable and indicate 
that the danger of the fire spreading is past. 
Men have descended as far as the eleventh 
level, but can remain buta short time. They 
find no indications that the fre is making fur- 
ther headway, and people feel assured that it 
is confined wholly to the eighth level, towrrd 
the south end of the mine. 

Some ascribe the fire to an incendiary, but 
the more general impression is that the dry, 
rotting wood of the timbers,in some places 
ofly and always 1/l-ventilated, bas given rise to 
spontaneous combustion. 

If the fire is confined to its present limit it 
will occasion but.a few days’ suspension of 
work, and strong hopes are ente that 
nothing more serious will result. 

Hoverros, Mich., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—A late 
report from the Calumet & Hecla Mine confirms 
the fact that the fire can be to its 
present limits. 

Rapson and Gribble, the men who lost their 
lives, descended into the mine after the fire 
was under way to attend to the pumps, and 
were found about thirty feet from each other. 
Griddle was sitting as if he bad fallen aaleep. 

The fire is confined to a siope about 600 feet 
long and ninety feet high, in the eighth level, 
between shafts Nos. 2 and 3, being a space left 
after removing a vein of material, in which the 
weight of the banging wall is supported by an 
immense quantity of timber, 

The fire is burning furiously at this point. 
Pipes are being laid to as near the fire as possi- 
ble, by means of which the ievel will be filled 
with steam from the boilers on the surface. 
The deadiy gases from the fire make work 
utderground exceedingly dangerous, but no 
more lives have been lost. 

MARQUETTE, Mich., Oct. 7.—(Special.|}—The 
fire in the Hecla Mine is still burning, 
but the measures adopted will soon bring 
it under contrel. A gsimilar fire broke 
out in the central mine some _ time 
ago, but was successfully Scombatted by 
closing down the shafts and shutting off the 
air, as has been done in this case, and there is 
no reason to apprehend that this will prove 
more obstinate than that cited.

- PLEURO-PNEUM 


Terrible Revelations of the Preva- 
lence of the Plague on Long 
Island. 


Hundreds of Cows Alleged to Be Af- 
fected—Their Milk Sent 
Broadcast. 


Gov. Hamilton and Dr. Paaren Consulting 
as to the Means of Stamping 
Ont the Scourge. 


LONG ISLAND. 
A reknvuL STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

New York, Oct. 7.—[Special.|--Dr. Hawk of 
Jersey City and Dr. Rowland of Newark, N. 
J., who have been commissioned by Dr. Loring 
of the Agricultural Department at Wasbingtou 
to inspect the milch cattle on Long Island, with 
a view to ascertaining the extent of the con- 
tagious disease known a6 pleuro-pueumonia, 
and recommending measures for the eradica- 
tion of the disease, continued their work at 
Newtown, L. IL. this morning. In the stable 
of Casper Bechtold, in Blissville, the inspectors 
found one cow dying of the disease and an- 
other cow suffering from the disease in its most 
aoute form. This latter cow had been milked 
and its yield sent to New York. Thirty-five 
cows are kept in thig stabie usually, and were 
there yesterday, but today thirty-three were 
not in their stalls, and the inspectors were pre- 
vented by the absence of the cows from 
determining the extent to which the disease 
prevails in Bechtold’s stable. The removal of 
the cattle created an unfavorable impression 
on the minds of the inspectors, and they dl- 
rected Bechtoid to have the cattle returned to 
their stalls for inspection tomorrow morning. 

The work of inspection necessarily proceeds 
very slowly. The disease is of so contagious a 
character that the doctors fear that they may 
carry it into perfectly healthy stables, and con- 
sequently they have adopted the plan of 
‘ inspecting but one stable a day. 

. DISEASED MILK SENT BROADCAST. 
Several milk stables in the neighborhood of 


| Bliesville have been inspected, and in every one 


of them sick cattle were found, Some cows 
were skeletons, so dreadfully bad the disease 
preyed upon them. Other cows were approach- 
ing the same shocking condition. in some 
cases the hoofs had rotted off, so steadily bad 
the cows been kept standing in filth. All of 
these cows were being milked. Now that cattle- 
owners find they must open their stables for 
ins they have begun w weed out the 
sick cows for appearance sake. During the

walk to the meadows. 

upon one field of cows by accident, and stopped 
to wake an investigation. One cow they found 
‘to have recently died, several were near disso- 
lution, and all were wretched looking and sick. 
Men flocked into the field so quickly that it 
was apparent they had been expecting the 
doctors, but to all inquiries as to who owned 
the cows a negative reply was given. An 
order has been made directing the slaughter of 
these ownerless cows. The danger of having 
them die slowly in the open fields is 
that they spread the contagion. All 
other diseased cows will be killed.. The 
lowest estimate is that the milk of 500 diseased 
cows is dally sent into Brooklyn and New York 
from the neighborhood of Blissville for sale 
and for use. 

The inspectors will probably recommend 
that ali of the buildings in which diseased cat- 
tle have been found be burned down. There 
is no other way by which the disease can sure- 
ly be abated. It is only a matter of time when 
the healthy cows kept in these stables will fall 
victims to the disease. 


ILLINOIS. 
THE GOVERNOR AND DR. PAAREN. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 7.—{Special.|—Gov. 
Hamilton and State Veterinarian Paaren had a 
consultation today on the subject of pleuro- 
pneumonia. Itis found that some obstacles 
are still in the way of the thorough suppres- 
sion of the disease in the State. One of these 
is the lack of sadequate means for restraining 
diseased or infected cattle from the highways 
bordering on pastures. Relative to the propo- 
sition of the Chicago Live-Stock Exchange to 
furnish bealthy cattle to be exposed in herds 
ysuspected of infection, the Governor and Dr. 
Paaren were of the opinion that the State 
ought to avail itself of whatever 
know could be gained by such an experi- 
ment. y desire, however, to keep up the 
present quarantine and general measures for 
stamping out the disease in the State. With 
this view as a first precaution they thought the 
proposed test might under proper restrictions 
be profitably made; for example, by putting to 
the test ten cattle, only two of which shall be 
of the same breed, partial proof may be ob- 
tained as to whether Jerseys alone are liable to 
the disease. This is one condition proposed. 
Next, wherever the State Veterinarian shall 
fiad the disease among cattic he may 
notify the committee of the exchange to bring 
on their animais for exposure and test, and to 
provide for the expense of keeping and caring 
for them. The conditions they think should 
be observed should be drawn up explicitly and 
the time of exposure not less than six or eight 
weeks, at the expiration of which time the cat- 
tle shall be in the presence of skilled ex- 
and carefully examined, and the car- 
casses buried in the grounds where they were 
confined, the State not to incur any other ex- 
pense in the matter than the service of the 
veterinarian. The Governor is anxious that, 
if the test is undertaken, the last degree of in- 
formation of which it is capable shall be ob- 
tained, and to this and the above conditions 
others which further consultation may suggest 

will be proposed. , 


CORRESPONDENOE FROM THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

Regarding the proposition recently made by 
the Live-Stock Exchange to Dr. Salmon 
to furnish healthy cattle to be placed 
with cattle alleged to be suffering from 
pl pne in order to discover 
whether the disease is contagious, and 
Dr. Salmon’s reply thereto giving his reasons 
for rejecting the proposal, the exchange has 
isswed another manifesto in the form of asec- 
ond letter to Dr. Saimon. This letter recapitu- 
lates all Dr. Salmon’s stated reasons for de- 
clining the proposition, and sume them up with 
a deciaration that they are *‘ the veriest subter- 
fuge and unworthy of a man charged with a 
great public trust.”” The letter continnes: 

“We want bealthy live stock and pure 
meats, we wantall the diseases with which 
live stock is. ever afflicted extirpated, and the 
millions we bave invested in and depending 
upon the live-stock industry should be a pretty 
good guarantee that we understand the neces- 
sity af thorough work in that direction. But 
the question of practical importance to the 
vast interests centered at the Union Stock- 
Yards of Chicago, and to the still greater inter- 
ests of their numerous patrons, is not whether 
certain Jersey cattie in Illinois and elsewhere 
are diseased—we believe they are diseased: we 
believe they have lung diseases—but to what 
extent other cattle are thereby endangered.”’ 

The remainder of the letter is a reiteration 
of the original proposal, and an allegation that 
Dr. Salmon's motive in rejecting the proposal 
was something other than considerations of 
public interest.

He reports realiy no defec- 
tion except with the brewing interest—not with 
the liquor-dealers as reported, but with the 
beer-mmakers, *“* who seem more sensitive than 
the fluids while in process of fermentation,’’ said 
Mr. Rappaport’s assistant, who is, by the way, 
a woman anudavery shrewd and experienced 
observer.

MANIPULATING THE ELEVENTH. 

In the Eleventh) Ward the accompanying 
diagram shows ciefirly the full ingenuity of the 
County Board in fixing up KHKepublican pre- 
cincts. The First and Second are Democratic, 
and consequently have their polling-places cen- 
trally locat d. South of Kinzie street or the 
railroad track the polls are placed qyer a half- 
mile from the eastern line of the ird Pre- 
cinct. In the Fourth the polls are a halfnile 
to the east. In the Fifth and Sixth they are 
not so far outof the way, because the precincts 
do not contain enovgh room. The Seventh is 
a little better, but the Eighth makes up for it. 
The polis are here placed in the Democratic 
end, to the inconvetiience of the northern por- 
tion of the precinct. But the diagram tells the 
whole story: 
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The polis in the Democratic precincts are, as 
shown, centrally located, while in the Repub- 
licau they are placed on the extreme limits, 
and both in places of bad repute. Unter the 
old system they have been placed for 
many years in the centre of each precinct. 
Any such convenience ty Republican voters 
could not now be allowed. Going through the 
entire list, it is found that the Republican pre- 
cincts are invariably made to suffer on the 
score of location, while the Democratic pre- 
cincts are invariably handy as need be. Polls 
which haye been located at one place during 
the momdory of the present generation have 
been changed to disreputable saloons in out-of- 
the-way places, located in unoleaned alleys or 
still more unclean stables. Dago-shops of the 
Vilest character have been selected at the outer 
edge of some Republican precincts and the 
voter forced to go citherin or through them 
to cast his baliot. 

THE COUNTRY TOWNS. 

The callers at the Republican headquarters 
from the country towns gave many instances 
where Republican villages were virtually die 
franchised by placing the polls at inaccessible 
points. The most giaring outrage of the lot 
was at Morgan Park. The polis have long been 
at the Morgan Park Depot, the country to the 
east for two or three miles being mostly marsh. 
This year the polls faye beeu located at Sharp- 
shooters’ Park, two miles east and a balf mile 
south of the village. As agood share of the 
residents are theological students without 
means of conveyance they will be compelied to 
walk over a low marsh road nearly impassable 
in wet weather if they vote at all.

Proceedings in the Suit Between the 
‘Tweo Great Speculators. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—Next 
to the intense Interest felt in political affairs 
the one engrossing subject of public attention 
is the progress of the famous Wells-McGeoch 
trial. The examination of Daniel Weils Jr. 
was resumed today. The witness, before any 
question was put to him, desired leave to 
make an explanation regarding one of bis state- 
ments made in the course of yesterday’s ex- 
umination. “I said,” he remarked, “ that the 
account of the pork dcal of 1881 which was 
returned to me by Mr. McGeoch’s book- 
keeper was not correct. I have no doubt 
that the account in gross amount was 


correct, but there were other matters mixed in 
with it.. The amount of transactions involved 
in the statement given me was something like 
fd age 1 wanted a staiement as to the pork 

one.”’ . 

Mr. McGeoch’s counsel, who conducted the 
examination, objected to the statement of the 
witness as irrelevant, and began to question 


Mr. Wells concerning the payments of money 


made by him to Mr. McGeoch @ account of 
the wheat deal of 1882. After a few “ feelers”’ 
counsel inquired: 

“Can you refer to the entry which you made 
Feb. 3, 1882, to find the amount which you paid 
that day?’’ 

‘*I suppose so. The first entry under that. 
date indicates a payment of $50,000 by me to 
Mr. McGeoch and the same day $50,000 more. 
My next advance was made the 27th—$50,000 
more. I don’t think I"ve got the next memo- 
randum. I have a memoranéum of March 10 of 
a note of $50,000. The next advances in April 
were $50,000 and $100,000, and seem to have 
been made the Ist."’ 

“Can you state what payments were re- 
ceived by you from him down to the 2d or 3d 
of June, 1882?"’ 

*“Tcannot. Hepaid mc some money along 
at that time, but I can’t tell bow much— 
quite a large sum.” 

The question. **Why did the porgons inter- 
ested in that deal buy or try to buy millions 
of bushels more wheat than there was in Chi- 
cago?” was objected to by Mr. Wells’ counsel, 
but answered by the witness, who said: ** They 
expected to buy cheap and sell for more than 
they paid.” 

“How could they buy wheat that was not in 
the market?” inqui Mr. Stark. — 

“©, it’s ‘a great country,” returned the wit- 
ness. After a pause, he added: “I don't 
know that they knew it was not-to be had. 
They thought there was plenty of wheat bacx 
in the country to come torward and be de- 
livered.”’ : 

In response to questions as to the nature of 
the other operations with McGeocb in which 
he was interested in 1882, besides the wheat 
deal, the witness remarked: “I couldn't say 
without reference to the books what 
all the deals that we had together in that time: 
were. They ran through a great number of 
articles, and were sometimes for very large 
amounts. They included pork, ribs, 
wheat, oats, crude oils, and other commodi- 
ties. Ho (McGeoch) kept the accounts on bis 
books. The operations were carried on mainly 
bere and at Chicago. The oil we dealt in was 
in the Ponnsylvania oil region. I managed a 
large part of that deal, or rather looke@ over it 
more tnanhedid. The accounts were kept in his 
office. I had other brokers, and paid him half 
the profits.” 

Interest on the partof the people in the 
court-room was redoubled when Mr. Wells’ 
counsel directed the cxamination into matters 
connected with the lard deal, which involyed 
Mr. McGeoch and the witness, his disastfous 
losses, and was the cause of misunderstanding 
between thein that resulted in the pondimg liti- 
gation. Counsel inquired: 

* When did you commence with Mr. McGeoch 
tb purchage Jard? lreferto those purchases 
spoken ofa your complaint as having been 
made in the carly part of 1883." 

** I bave no recoliection of having authorized 
any purchases ot-lard as early as that. I have 
a recoliection of McGeoch’s purchasing some 
lard and setting it down to our joint account, 
and telling mo of it afterwards. He told me 
we had money init. Of course I had no objec- 
tion to that. We had no joint purchases of 
lard till some time jn April.’’ 

* How did you go into the purchase of lard 
in 1883?"" 

“| wont In rather and for a swall 
amount. I didn’t want to go in for a large 
amount. McGeoch tried to persuade me to go 
in. ._He said that I had a credit on the books 
and he wanted my permission to use it. He 
said we could make a large agiount of mone 
out of an extensive dealin lard. I continually 
objected to the lard buginess,.as I didn’t know 
anytuing ab®ut it. But he gaid he knew 
all about it, that the lard was wo thea only 
10 or 11 cents, ‘and that he thought it would go 
in a few months to 12 or 14 cents. . He told 
credit 1 had on the books, and sail t 


stood to my account on the books. He didn’t 
want me to draw out the money that stood to 
my credit, but to buy more lard.”’ 

** What was the credit to your account which 
he spoke of ?” : 

* ©, a large amount—$100,000 or $200,000."" 

* You furnished additional moncy, did you 
not?”’ ‘ 

The last question was objected to by Mr. 
Wells’ counsel, but the witness answered: “I 
furuished large amounts from time to time. 

** You have stated in your Sou plaint that it 
was over $700,000, have you not?” 

** Well, it was about that sum.” 

“Did you keep yourself advised es to the 
deal?”’ 

** No, I didn’t know much about it.” 

A number of questions regarding the ulti- 
mate extent of the deai, the manner in which it 
was conducted, etc., were put to the witness, 
but none of them brought out very definit re- 
plies, Then Mr. Stark askeg: 

‘*Did you during the progress of the deal 
obtain from Mr. MeGeoch’s Milwaukee office 
information as to the amount of lard purchased 
and held on your joint account?” 

The witness replied: “I think I did.” 

* Did not renprts come from Chicago show- 
ing the state of the deal every night?” 

* Well, every day or two—every three days.” 

“Did these statements not also show the 
amount of cash or actual lard beld for your 
joint account, and also the amounts of lard 
purchased for future delivery—the amount for 
each month being separately stated !”’ 

The witness replied in the affirmative, and 
admitted that such statements were shown to 
him by Mr. McGeoch when be inquired for 
them. He also admitted that cards showing 
the state of his interest in the deal were given 
him at MeceGcoch’s office from time to time. 
Under instructions from his counsel the wit- 
ness declined to produce the cards referred to. 
Tiiis ended the examination by the counsei for 
McGeoch.

AMBERGRIS. 


A Sick Whale Furnishes a Lump 
Worth $18,000—A Mysterious Sub- 
stance That Sells for §290 per 

' Pound, 

San Francisco Call: The weird yarns told by 
whalemen of the tropics as to the origin of am- 
ber rank high among the startling traditions of 
the ferecastic. The belief is held that amber is 
a petrifaction of some internal part of a whale, 
and many stories are told of encountering im- 
mense sea-monsters almost entirely trans 
formed into amber. The cold-blooded lying 
of the able seaman is of course unparalleled 
in ali history, but his soul-stirring aceounts of 
exploite with amber whales probably bave 4 
little foundation in fact, which is enlarged 
and illuminated by the sailor's great imagina- 
tién. A substance callefl ambergris, which has 
been known for about a century, is found at 
rare intervals floating on the sea in: the hottest 
latitudes and also in the intestines of the 
spermaceti whale. Its history has never been 
properly explained, Various theories have 
been advanced, but all specialists have con- 
tented themselves with quoting some prede- 
eessor’s words concerning tis origin . and 
com position, and today it affords an ample field 
for the sdientific enthusiast, as it isan extreme- 
ly valuable commodity, and if the latest ap- 
pliances were brought to bear upon the stbject 
ail unsettled questions undoubtedly could be 
a swered, It wasat first supposed to be of 
vegetabie production for the most part, and 
analogous to amber; hence it names, amber- 
gris, or gray amber. It is dark gray in color 
and is formed of concentric layers. It feels 
like hard rubber. The sailors found it in the 
whale’s intestines near the stomach, and de- 
veloped the theory that it was a petrifaction, 
and thatas anatural course of events..the 
whole whale might turn into the substance. In 
a short time sailors were wultiplying whe had 
seen amber whales! 

During the spring of Jast year the Sea Raa- 
ger, @ whaling ship owned by F. H. Bartlett & 
Sons of Massachusettes, which had sailed trom 
New Bedford ia June, 1879, for a four years’ 
whaling voyage in the South Atlantic, took a 
sperm whale while cruising to the south of St. 
Helena. After the usual operation of hooking, 
hoisting, and eutting off the bluober and bail- 
ing out the *‘ case,”’ the most interesting part of 
the work was begun. At this point all on board 
eagerly watched while the long spade is pushed 
into the intestines ,in order to ascertain if 
there is any ambergris in the. stripped levi 
than. In the pres nt instance the men were 
awarded by finding the finest specimen 
of ambergris that has been captured during 
the last ten years. It was aboutthe size and 
shape of a watermelon, weighed seventy 
pounds, and was worth $18,000. 

The price of ambergris has been as high as 
$290 per pound. The piece found by the Sea 
Ranger was regular in shape and of the best 
quality—compact and solid. It was a very 
pleasant task for the Captain to put the 
littie $18,000 lump under his arm and take it 
ashore and torward it by a freight-ship to the 
owners of his vessel, into whose hands it came 
the 3ist of last May. and was sold the same day 
to Messrs. Weeks & Potter of Boston, who had 
received news by cable of the great * find.” 
Whenever a large piece of the substance is 
found the more prominent obemists and 
druggists of the world are promptly notified— 
such dealers as Lubin & Pinaud of Paris, the 
Atkinsons of London, Lanman & Kemp, and 
Schiffelin & Co. of New York—and there is 
spirited competition for the control of the 
market. The supply is extremely smali. 
There are about 175 whaling ships in the world; 
ail are constantly looking for the precious .sub- 
siance, and the entire amount taken by all 
these ships (including the 140 American 
whalers, the twenty-five ships that go to Batf- 
fin’s Bay from Dundee, and the few stragglers 
from Norway and Sweden) is not more than 
trom fifty to seventy-five pounds per year. 
This amount is exclusive of whatever some 
firms may be lucky enough to secure secretly. 

It was ueed for many years in medicine, and 
is now prescribed in some parts of France, but 
its great and important present use is in the 
manufacture of perfumes. It consists chietly 
of a peculiar fatty matter, similar to choles- 
terin, and is readily dissolved in alcohol, ether, 
or the volatile or fixed oils. The most widely 
accepted supposition is that it isa hardened 
piece of billary matter formed in the stomach 
of asick whale, and perhaps in some other 
fishes also, for the sperth whale is known to 
feed upon cuttie-fish, whose tough, neces 
ible beaks are to be found in the am 
fact arguing that the ambergris was a cause of 
result of indigestion, and might occur 
in the stomach or other extremely 
voracious fishes that are known to devour at 
certain periods anything they meet. % are 
sick during tiie presence of their Jonah-like 
visitors and get well again after te vie 
jtors have taken their departure. The Bart- 
letts have been in the whaling business tor 
forty years, aad the specimen bere described 
is the first piece of ambergris ever found by 
them, which will illustrate the sSearcity of the 
article. Not only bas the origin of amber- 
gris been enshrouded in mystery, but 
there has been a widespread disposition toe 
count the discovery of a piece as a sign 
ot good luck aside from its commercial value. 
The lucky star of the crew and ship 
was then in the ascendant. A romantic inter- 
est was maintained, and this may have led to 
the stories of missing the capture of fabulously 
valuable amber whales by a hair’s breadth. 
During the last ten years there have only been 
a tew large pieces found. A little schooner 
from Martha's Vineyard got a ized piece 
three years ago, and a New ford whaler 
found a piece weighing 150 pounds in 1882, buat 
it was of poor quality. Many adulterations are 
attempted. The spurious stuff, however, can 
readily be distinguished from the genuine by 
standard tests. 

There are legends without number of certain 
persone on board predicting that ambergris 
would be found withina certain time. One 
that is accredited is the case uf the wife of the 
Captain insisting thata whale which bad just 
been caugbt should be searched {or ambergris, 
although the stormy weather made it almost 
absolutely necessary to drop the carcass imme- 
diately atter the blubber had been removed, 
The woman “felt it in ber bones’’ that they 
would find ambereris, and so they did—a fie 
little ball weighing 150 pounds, which netted 
the ship an even $37,000. 

Ambergris is now found floating in the water 
near Sumatra, Malacca, and Madagascar, also 
along the American coast and Brazil, China, 
and Japan, and along the west coast of Ireland. 
Experiments are now bemg carried on in 
France with a view of definitly determining its 
composition, and it is hinted that they may re- 
suit in the invention of acompound that will 
to a certain extent take the piace of ambergris 
in the manufacture of perfumeries. 

In making perfumery there are two general 
classes; the animal odors, such as those from 
the musk and civet; and the vegetable odors, 
such as those from the rose and the caséia. In 
the case of the animal odors they can be dis- 
solved in aleohol with the aid of beat and the 
odor ia,taken up by the alcohol. With the 
vegetable, as for example the rose, alternate 
layers of lard and roses aré pressed and allowed 
to stand, when the iard will take into itseif 
the entire perfume of the roses, and 
afterward the perfume can be trans- 
ferred to alcohol from the lard. 
When the aloohol is thus saturated with 
the odor, more alcohol is added until the 
mixture is of the required strength. Then the 
ambergris is used. if the perfumed alcobol

Like boaies of this 
kind undergoing a slow decomposition and pos- 
sessing little volatility when it i¢ mixed with 
fleeting scents it gives permanence to m. It 
acts as an infinit number of small res?rvoirs 
which prevent the perfume from escaping fast. 
In consequence of this quality it is indiepensa- 
bie to the perfumer. It contains a substance 
which clings pertinaciously to woven fabrics. 
No ambergris bas been found, as far as is gen- 
erally Known to perfumery manufacturers, 
sinve the spleodid specimen spoken of above.

A GEAMAN VIEW OF THE CASE. 

The Aligemeine Zeitung is recognized the 
world over as the ablest of Germany’s political 
journals. One of the later issues received 
here contains the followmg review of the po- 
litical situ ation in the United States: 

The present is an excited time in the United 
States, floodtide in politics and ebb in trade. 
The whole attention of the people is directea to 
the coming Presidential election. Four candi- 
dates are in the field: James G.  Biaine, the 
chosen man of the Republican party; Grover 
Cleveland, the candidate of the Democratic 
party; Benjamin Butler, as leader of the new 
People’s party; and finally St. John, the Holy 
John, as the elect of the religious temper- 
ance fanatics. Cleveland and Butier have 
now published their letters of acceptance. 
From Cleveland a statesmaniike document 
which sti0uld be at least the equal of the pre- 
viously-published letter of Blaine was expected; 
but Cleveland's letter, correctly characterized, 
is ““asmall letter of a small man.’’ Not one 
syliabie about the tariff, the important financial 
question, National banking, silver coinage, or 
foreign policy 1s contained in Cleveland's letter 
of acceptance; a small bait is thrown to the 
workingmen to secure their suffrage, and a 
few glittering phrases on civil-service reform 
are devoted to the independent reformers who 
have withdrawn themselves from the Repub- 
lican party. At first the name of Cleveland 
had a magnetic attraction; the independent re- 
formers, belonging mostly to the educated 
classes, cherished great expectations from 
Cleveland; they left the Republican party be- 
cause Blaine, the candidate of the party, had a 
bad reputation in connection with railway 
speculations; they set up moraig as the stand- 
ard which led them to prefer the Democratic 
candidate. But unfortanately proofs are heap- 
ing on proofs that Mr. Cleveland, while he was 
Mayor of Buffalo, seduced a beautiful widow, 
had an illegitimate child by her, and then, to 
conceal thé affair as well as to preserve his 
egos character, shut the seduced widow in a 

atic asylum against her will. This, of 
course, is pouring cold water on the fire of the. 
enthusiasta for Cleveland! The entire relig- 
ious press (and the number of these newspa- 
pers is considerable) which had mounted the 
standard of morality with the independent re- 
formers, tow turns it back on Cleveland and 
admonishes its readers in no case to vote for 
ithe libertine. For this reason the prospects of 
the eleocuon of Biaine have been cousiderably 
bettered 

If we choose an unpartisan position in the 
political agitation we must prefer Biaine to 
to Cleveland, for the reason that the latter has 
absolutely no political past and possesses ab- 
solutely no experience in étatesmanship. In 
Europe men of long political experience are 
placed at the beim of affairs—such as Bis- 
marck, Beaconsfield, Gladstone, Cavour, and 
others. Uuring the War of the Rebellion, and 
a*terward during the recordstruction of the 
rebellious South, Blaine played with great 
credit an important role in Congress as the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, and 
as Unitea States Senator and Premier in the 
Ministry of the murdered President Garfield 
be developed eminent capabilities. His latest 
historical work, “Twenty Years of Congress,’ 
is the best. most thoroughiy just and un- 
partisan bistery of the late Rebellion. As the 
Republican party grew in historical signiti- 
cance and greatness during the fateful period 
of the Rebellion, Blaine rose with it and stands 
a peer of the great statesmen who then were at 
the helm of the ublican pert Lincoln 
as Président, & Chase as adroit Minister of 
Finance, a Stanton as great Minister of War, 
a Seward as Secretary of State and Sigloantt, 
a Thaddeus Stevens as the Cato of the Repub- 
lic, a Garfield the so-called Martyr President.

The lending produce markets were rather less 
active yesterday in the aggregate and very irregu- 
lar, partly owing to the weather.

Public cablés called lard and meats 6d 
bigher, while privaté news quoted an advance of 
1@3s in sidé meats. “Lard was the prominent arti- 
cle; it was very stfoeg wader buying for this 
month by Jrwin-Orr and for November by Sch wartz- 
Dupee, while Hutchinson sold the latter freely, but 
afterward bought for January. It is supposed that 
there is yet a comfortable line of shorts out for 
this month, much of it sold »y Cudahy several 
weeks ag0, but some well-posted operators say 
there is mo such thing as a squeeze in progress. 
October lard opened 5c higher, at $7.40, advanced 
to $7.60, and closed at $7.524%. Novemberadvanced 
from $7.25 to $7.35, and closed at $7.30. January was 
less strong, at $7.30@7.3734, and February solid spar- 
ingly at $7.40@7.424%. Pork for January started 
out at Monday’s top, $12.80, with rather free buy- 
ing to fill country shorts, but fell off to $12.50 in 
sympathy with the weakening in corn, and closed 
at $12.55, with the year about 5c less, and October 
nominally unchanged at $16.50. Ribs for October 
sold up 5¢, to $10.00, but were offered later at about 
$0.85.

@63c. The British markets were officially called 
firm, but qniet, while New York was weak, and our 
receipts of spring grades were much larger than 
the recent average, while they were large at other 
Western points, and the private news from Europe 
was depressing. Some telegrams intimated that 
the recent forcign demand tor wheat has been lini- 
ited tothe low grades, and that it is probably 
over for the present. This would ac- 
cord with the fact that the French have been 
the principal buyors, and that they have always 
heretofors purchased in spasmodic fashion. Ad- 
ais and Kent were believed to have bought mod- 
erately carly in the day, the latter through Walk- 
er, and the crowd was strong because of that.
